Allowable Subject Matter 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of an apparatus and method of transmitting aircraft 
operational data from an aircraft, comprising the step of: 

storing aircraft operational data in a black box; 

sensing by at least one sensor, an occurrence of an abnormal operation event in 
the aircraft; 

wirelessly transmitting the aircraft operational data upon sensing the occurrence 
of the abnormal operational event; wherein 

the event is transmitted/reported only when a sensor detects an operating 
parameter that is outside a normal operational range. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
